President Mitchell Went Into Confer-, 


ence at Solicitation of Mac/eagh 


—The Independents. 


Wilkesbarre, Nov. 26.—Mine work- 


ers here are pleased with the refusal 


of the operators to settle the question 
of wages and hours of "work outside 
the commission. 
They are confident 


they can gain,m'ore than 10 per cent 
and a 9-hour day if the case is given 
a full airing before the commission. 


Washington, Nov. 26—President 


Mitchell and his advisers have left 
'Washington sadly disappointed 
and 


chagrined. After they had reached an 
agreement with Mr. MaeVeagii, repre- 
senting the coal operators, as to all 
the main points at issue, and tnere re- 
mained only a few minor details to be 
arranged, a telegram came from Presi- 
dent Baer calling all negotiations off 
and ordering that the 
ma-tter of a 


settlement be referred to the strike 
commission. Mr. MacVeagh 
was-as 


much surprised at^his unexpected turn 
as was the 
representatives of the 


strikers. In fact matters had progres- 
sed so-far that a sub-committee of con- 
ferees had been named to arrange a 
base of an agreement on tae minor 
details still in dispute. 


Mr. 'MacVeagh was under the im- 


pression that he was fully empowered 
to act for the operators in drawing up 
a form, of agreement and had proceed- 
ed upon that assumption. All tn« 
statments made 
during the day by 


members of the conference were of the 
incst hopeful character and had it not 
been for President Baer's telegram, it 
is believed that definite terms of set- 
tlement .would have been prepared for 
the signatures of both parties within 
the next day or two. Mr. Mitchell 
disappointment over the unfortunate 
outcome is the more intense because 
the conference was not called at his 
solicitation but at that of Mr. Mac- 
Veagh. 


gave out a statement which made it 
clear that no final agreement had been 
reached and that no further confer- 
ences were likely. The statement was 
as follows: 


The conference was sdmply a con- 


tinuation of the conference held at 
Scranton and with precisely the same 
cf trying to reach a basis of hopeful 
discussion for an amicable settlement. 
Mr. MacVeagh has not been in Scran- 
ton since Thursday and some matters 
developed as to which a further con- 
ference might be useful before either 
the operators or the representatives 
of the miners approach the serious 
task of formulating a definite agree- 
ment for their signatures. 


Mr. Mitchell, when shown the dis- 


patch from New York, telling of the 
action

simply 


smiled and said: that he had not asked 
for the conference, but that when 
asked if it would be agreeable to meet 
the operators, he said it would. 


Mr. Darrow and Mr. Lloyd were out- 


spoken regarding the 
action of the 


operators. Mr. Darrow said' it was 
"now up to the operators," and that 
he would return at once to Scranton 
and. on Tuesday next would 
appear 


before the commission, ready to go on 
with the hearing.

INDEPENDENTS ENTER PROTEST. 


New York, Nov. 26.—A serious hitch 


has occurred in the plans for a set- 
tlement.of the coal controversy by 
conference between the coal operators 
and the miners' union and it is now 
almost certain that the final adjust- 
ment of the points at issue will be re- 
ferred again to the commission. 


At a meeting between the presidents 


of the coal reads and a large number 
of independent operators a strong pro- 
test was entered by the latter against 
treating directly with the miners. 


An invitation to meet Mr. Mitchell 


at Washington on Friday was declined 
peremptorily and it was agreed unan-

New York Life Insurance Company of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
possibly accomplish this by arson and 
murder. The hearing will not be com- 
pleted before- tonight. 


Detective Gray, who entrapped the 


plotters, told the story of his connec- 
tion with the case from the time he 
was engaged by the company and sent 
to Dallas until he, Mason and Richard- 
son were arrested on tae streets o* 
El Paso. Gray admitted his name to 
be W. J. Garrison and his residence" 
at Richmond RiH.-Long Island. 
— 


Attorney D. C. Curtis Gano, of Ro- 


chester, testified that he knew Rich- 
ardson at Rochester, where he (Rlcn- 
ardson) was a practicing attorney un- 
der the name of Leslie E. Hujbert. 
Mitchell was then a clerk in Richard- 
son's office, and was known as William 
Mitchell. MrsJRichardson was Mason's 
sister, and the man Mitchell, who died 
mysteriously at Chihuahua, for whose 
life a policy was collected, was Ma- 
son's brother. 


Gray, the detective of the New York 


Life Insurance company, got acquaint- 
ed with the men and told them that he 
had a nephew in St. Louis who was an 
invalid and had but a few years to 
live. 
Richardson proposed to insure 


his life and share the proceeds after 
death. 


A healthy man was used to stand

MURDER THEORY THOUGHT TO 


HAVE BEEN DISPROVED 


GEOMETRY USED

To Show That an Accident Caused the 


Death of This Former Ohio 


Woman. 


Paris, Nov. 26—The funeral of Mrs. 


Ellen S. Gore was held today. 
The 


funeral was the occasion of a great 
popular demonstration on the part of 
the Americans in Paris, though no not- 
ables were present. Three mourning 
carriages followed 
the hearse.

Hacquot representing counsel Gowdy 
occupied the first, the others were 
empty. The church services which took 
place in the American church In the 
Rue Berrie consisted of prayers and 
Bible extracts read by rector Edward 
Tharber his prayer which was improv- 
ised touchingly alluded to Mrs. Gore 
dying so far away from her American 
friends. 


Paris, Nov. 26.—In spite of,the rigid 


secrecy 
which has been maintaine-1 


by the officials and by the commis- 
sion of American doctors concerning 
the result of the autopsy conducted 
by the latter on the body of Mrs. 
Ellen Gore, the former Ohio woman, 
who was recently killed by a bullet 
wound, it is learned from an author- 
itative source that the doctors tend 
individually to the acceptance of the 
theory of an accident, and the proba- 
bilities are that their official repoit 
will strongly incline to that theory, 
if it does not 
positively assert It, 


thus bringing the French and Ameri- 
can doctors into agreement and re- 
lieving the case of any international 
significance. 


After the post-mortem examination, 


the American doctors arranged to have 
a consultation later in the day in or- 
der to draw up their official report, 
but this conference was postponed. 
Meanwhile the doctors 
were 
inter- 


viewed, but they positively decline to 
make any statement as to the results 
of the examination. It is clear, how- 
ever, that the American doctors are 
impressed 
with the 
thoroughness 


with which the French surgeons in- 
vestigated the case, and they are not 
inclined to raise a professional issue. 


At least two of the American doc- 


tors hold an outright accident theory, 
and they will seek to have that view 
incorporated in the 
official 
report. 


The grounds for this conclusion are 
the following:

purpose of which Is to prevent railroad 
accidents resulting from oijpn switches, 
is tin; product of tho brain of a Sagi- 
nnw (Mich.) man, Mr. David J. Sulli- 
van, says the Cincinnati Enquirer. The 
patents urn controlled by F. II. Ilarpcr 
and E. L. Fish of SdRJnnw, protection 
from infringement having been ob- 
tained in every country in the world 
where railroad building amounts to 
anything. 
The attention of capital 


is already being drawn to this life and 
property saver and it is impossible to 
predict the enormous benefits whicu 
will be thcrcsult of its use. This mech- 
anism automatically closes railway 
switches which have been accidental!} 
or intentionally left open when, in the 
operation of the road, the conditions 
are such as to require them to be 
closed. 
Simple and effective means 


are pro* hied for automatically lock- 
ing the switch tongue in either of its 
positions to prevent casual displace- 
ment. 


A further object of the invention is 


to provide means whereby the switch 
operating mechanism may be made 
temporarily 
Inoperative 
for 
local 


switching purposes between a main 
and branch track, and, in case of the 
failure of the trainmen to reset the 
apparatus and close the switch, the 
mechanism will be automatically reset 
by the departing tra'n, or. in case a 
train approached while a train was on 
the switch, the approaching train 
would make the system operative and 
close the switch, thus preventing a 
collision. This system is not intended 
for yard switching, but onii for branch 
ronds leading from the main line and 
for switches along the line for the use 
of handling freight and to allow trains 
to pass. 


The locking bars or levers tilt up- 


ward from the middle of the track, so 
that when struck by a train they are 
thrown do-ii n and the switch closed. 
They guard the approach to the switch 
fiom OM'ry direction. When the switch 
is closed, the bars lie flat and ordina- 
rily a train does not strike them. A 
'trail! on the switch can pass to the 
main line, but should it back up after 
going on the main track it strikes the 
lever and it would be impossible to go 
on the switch again unless the lever 
w.is fastened back to an L shaped 
piece of steel, which is part of the de- 
vice. Between the lever and the track 
is a spring which IP struck by the 
flange of a wheel.

Warjy were the assaults made by the 


Uviion troops upon the fort at the 
mouth of the harbor, and they were al) 
repulsed. After dark their general set 
up his headquarters on the beach, 
where be received reports of "his com- 
manders. As each new list of killed 
and wounded came in larger even than 
lie had expected his brow darkened 
deeper. Then came his aid-de-camp, 
whom be had missed early in the day 
and had not seen since. 


"Where have you been, captain?" 


asked the general In no genial tone. 


"Captured. I was left unguarded an 


hour ago—they were too busy to keep 
a sharp lookout, having otber use for 
their men—and I walked away." 


_ "That's a likely story," said the gen- 
eral, with a snarl. "Captain, you've 
been skulking." 
* 


"General!" 
"Major," continued the commander to 


another member of the staff, "issue an 
order dismissing Captain Bell from 
my staff and returning him to his regi- 
ment." 


The major hesitated, whereupon the 


general threatened to dismiss him as 
well. Then he wrote the order. 


"General," said the young captain 


who was to be degraded in this sum- 
mary manner, trembling with escite- 
tncait, "we fight tomorrow, I suppose. 
Well, give me a chance to prove what 
I have said or to do some signal serv- 
ice. Hold the order till tomorrow at 
this hour. If by that time I have done 
neither, let it go forth." 


The general repressed a burst of pas- 


sion, for he saw the justice of tbs> de- 
mand, and gruffly assented. 


Captain Bell's story was true. Car- 


eying an order from one corps to'an- 
other, while on the way the enemy had 
passed behind him, and he was taken 
into the fort with other Union soldiers. 
Later, during a desperate assault of 
the Unionists, the prisoners were in 
the way, and they were taken outside. 
It was during this assault that Bell 
escaped. 


''Major," he said to the officer who 


had been ordered to write his dismissal 
from the staff, "I would rather die 
than have that order issued, and I'm 
going to die. Give me the counter- 
sign." 


"What will you do with it?" 
"I'm going to take some spikes and 


by hook or by crook work my way into 
that fort to spike some of their guns. 
There are nine chances in ten that I 
will be either shot or hanged. 
Tlie 


one chance is that I will succeed. Lis- 
ten jnst before morning for a grin. If 
you hear it, tell the general that 1 
have succeeded and it is a signal for 
him to move on the forti" 


In vain the major scouted the pro 


posal. His friend was resolved. About 
midnight Bell passed out of the Union 
lines and groped about on the battle- 
field of the previous day till he found a 
dead Confederate officer, whose uni- 
form he put on. Then, moving close 
to the fort, he hailed a sentinel, telling 
him that he had been out to find a 
wounded comrade. Entering the fort 
with the air of having duties there, he 
was stopped by an officer reorganizing 
the thinned forces, who asked his 
corps. 
Bell gave ttie name of the 


corps which be had seen on the hats 
of those who had guarded him during 
the day and passed on as if pressed for 
time. The night was hot, and the ex- 
hausted gunners instead of keeping to 
the casemates were sleeping mostly 
outside of them. Bell found an oppor- 
tunity to crawl beneath one of them, 
where he remained till the fort was 
comparatively quiet. 
Then be took 


from his pocket the implements with 
which he had provided himself. Plac- 
ing a spike in the vent of the gun from 
ucder which he crawled, be hammered 
it down, placing some sole leather be- 
tween it and his hammer to deaden the 
sound. 
This done, he crawled from 


one gun to another, repeating the proc- 
ess till he bad spiked seven of twelve 
guns defending the north face. Once 
oue of the gunners awoke and, seeing 
an officer at the gun, looked at Jiiai 
quizzically. Bell, seeing that he was 
observed, pretended to inspect 
the 


gun, then passed on. 


It \vas about 2 o'clock in the morning 


that the fort was startled by the boom 
of one of its cwa guns. Nobody knew 
who fired it or by whose order- 


At the first streak of dawn tbe out- 


posts reported heavy dark masses mov- 
ing against the fort from every direc- 
tion. Four columns made tbe assault, 
tbree of them being driven back with 
slaughter. On tbe north face the men 
sprang to tbe gnus to find them spiked. 
Dell took position at a gun that he bad 
failed to spike and served it. with oth- 
ers, rubbing bis powder stained hands 
on his face till be "was unrecognizable. 
The north face, at which be fought, be- 
ins: poorly defended, tbe Union troops 
made a breach, passing through it in 
sufficient munbers to cwnpc! a surren- 
der.

WHEN TO PAY—Section 1091 of the Revised Statutes of Ohio requires 


one-half of the Taxes charged on the duplicate, exclusive of Road Tax, to- 
gether with the same, to be paid on or before the 20th day of December, 
1902, and the remaining half on or before June 20th, 1903. 


GENERAL INFORMATION—The entire delinquencies and one-half of all 


other taxes charged on the duplicates of 1902 are required to be paid on or 
before the 20th day of December, and the remainder on or before the 20th 
day of June next. Any person charged with taxes may, at his or her op- 
.tion, pay the full amount thereof before the close of the books at the Decem- 
ber collection, but it is required to pay all road taxes, all delinquent taxes, 
and one-half of the current year's tax before the close of December collec- 
tion and the remaining one-half of the current year's tax during the June 
collection. When one-half of tbe taxes charged on real estate is not paid 
during the 
December collection; a penalty of fifteen per cent, shall be 


added (and this penalty does not belong to the Treasurer.). See Section 
2844, Revised Statutes, which says: 
•-••>• *i,. 


"When one-half the taxes charged against any entry of real estate shall 


not be paid on or before the20th day of December in that year, a penalty of 15 
per cent, thereon shall be added to such half of such taxes on the dupli- 
cate," which together with the remaining half must be paid during the June 
collection. Real estate having delinquent taxes of 1901 or prior to 1902, re- 
maining unpaid on December 20th, 1902, will be advertised, and if not paid 
before the third Tuesday of January, 1903, will be offered for sale. In event 
of no sale such property is forfeited to the state and will be offered at tie 
biennial sale of forfeited lands. 


In case of failure to pay the December payment of taxes on personal 


property the whole year's tax becomes due, which the Treasurer is then re- 
quired to collect by distraint if necessary, as an case of delinquent personal 
property, taxes for years prior to 1902 due and unpaid. 


WHEN LIEN ATTACHES—Tax payers are advised that a tax year and 


a calendar year are not the same. The lien for auy tax attaches tie day pre- 
ceding the second Monday in April of any year, but the first half of such tax] 
is paid the following December, and the second half the June following tie 
December.

SCHOOLMA'AMS AND 


THEIR WORK

[Special Correspondence.] 


Chicago, Nov. 25.—The Chicago school- 


ma'am has again demonstrated her im- 
portance as a factor in the .activities of 
this intensely active city. At all events 
she lias called wide attention' to herself 
jind her work in -a somewhat unusual 
but by no means discreditable \\i\y. 


For some time there has existed here 


an organization known as the Chicago 
Teachers' association, which has done 
much for the betterment of the public 
schools as well as for the improvement 
of the conditions of the teachers them- 
selves. The federation embraces near 
ly all the public school teachers of tho 
city, something over 3,000 in number. 


Among its most active workers are 


Miss Catherine Goggin and Miss Mar-

garet Haley, who led the campaign 
two years ago against the Chicago cor- 
porations "which resulted in the addi- 
tion of many millions of dollars to the 
tax rolls of the city. It was a fight to 
compel these corporations to pay taxes 
on their franchises and was carried 
through every court of the state until 
a final decision was obtained from the 
tribunal of last resort The corpora- 
tions, many of them rich and powerful, 
naturally made stubborn resistance. 
The teachers and their allies, however, 
pushed the fight with determination, 
and vigor and finally won a notable le- 
gal victory. The added revenue to the 
treasury of the city has not only ena- 
bled the school board to pay the teach- 
ers regularly, a thing it had not done 
for years, but to hire more of them and 
in many cases to advance the rate of 
wages. 


But all this is ancient history. The 


present history making in which the 
Chicago Teachers' federation is en- 
gaged is a movement "for" the affiliation 
of teachers with organized labor. It is 
important as being a definite step to- 
ward an alliance of trades unionism 
and the professions which may ulti- 
mately result in a great federation em- 
bracing not only men who work with 
then* hands, but all men and women 
who by the nature of their employment, 
mental as well as manual, can find ad- 
vantage in co-operation. 


The movement which has resulted in 


the adoption of tbe Chicago Teachers' 
federation into tbe American Federa- 
tion of Labor was begun early in Octo- 
ber by Miss Goggin, Miss Haley and 
others. 


Definite action was taken a few days 


ago at a largely attended and repre- 
sentative meeting of teachers, when a 
resolution was adopted almost unaiJ- 
mously petitioning the executive board 
of the American Federation of Labor 
for affiliation with that organization. 


As soon as the news of their action 


reached the headquarters of the Amer- 
ican federation President Gompers tel- 
egraphed 
"fraternal 
greetings 
and 


heartiest coTigratuiations on the forma- 
tion of a union for protective purposes 
in full affiliation with the other work- 
ers of our common country." 


So Chicago, which is usually first in 


a good many things, has the first 
schoolteachers' union in good and regu- 
lar standing and recognized as a factor 
In organized labor. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor is 


especially pleased with the action of 
he teachers and 
welcomes 
with 


abounding enthusiasm 
v and cordiality 


;uis new sister organization. Indeed, 
eading members of the local fedora- 
Jon have strongly urged the teachers 
to join them, believing that it wouid be 
:o the great advantage of both. 


Miss Haley, who shares with Miss 


Goggin the honor of bringing ibe 
teachers into the fold of organiz«3 la- 
x>r. Is a general favorite amo-ns the la- 
bor unions of the city. She of<«i driiv- 
;TS addresses at important meetings. 
and her advice is always rtt-eivod w)ili

it. 


Miss Goggin, who ih credited with 


having first suggested the idea of affil- 
iating the teachers with trades unions, 
organized the Chicago Teachers' fed- 
eration, of which she was the first 
president, and by her tact, intelligence 
and perseverance made it a power in 
the government of the city's schools. 
She is medium sized and has snappy 
black eyes that look at you through 
glasses. Her hair is streaked with gray, 
and she dresses very quietly, usually in 
sober colors. Miss Goggin is a cousin 
of the late Judge Goggin. known for 
many years as the humorist of Chica- 
go's judiciary. Perhaps humor runs in 
the family. Albeit, Miss Goggin's keen 
and fine sense of humor, coupled with 
a high degree of intelligence, makes 
her one of the most entertaining of 
speakers and delightful of conversa- 
tionalists. 


An instance which brought her some 


fame as a humorist and some distinc- 
tion which she perhaps neither expect- 
ed nor desired occurred a couple of 
years ago when she gave before the 
Catholic Women's National league her 
subsequently famous paper telling her 
nine reasons for spinsterhood. The 
newspapers reported 
Miss Goggiu's 


"reasons,'' and shortly after she began 
to receive proposals of marriage by the 
basketful. These came from nil sorts 
and conditions of men from all over the 
country, none of which, however, she 
deigned to accept Some of the letters 
were humorous, some were silly and 
some plainly serious. They were all 
humorous to the mild mannered au- 
thoress of the "nine reasons for spin- 
stcrhood." Letters came from many 
cities and many states. The account of 
her "reasons'" even penetrated to the 
farm, and one farmer from Indiana, 
three from Illinois, one from Wisconsin 
and one from Town wrote to offer them- 
selves to her. 
I., 


Speaking of the genesis of the inci- 


dent, Miss Goggin fcaid:"" 


"The chairman of 'the committee on 


philanthropy of the Catholic Women's 
National league called on me to write a 
paper for one of their meetings. I de 
ft-rred doing so until the d&y before it 
was read. I was in a hurry then, and 
I didn't write it with as much care as 
I should or perhaps I might have add- 
ed some other causes. I did not know 
it would ever get into the newspapers. 
but there was a reporter at the meet- 
ing. which was supposed to contain no 
one but members of the league and 
their invited friends." 


It will be recalled that Miss Gog- 


gin's ninth and conclusive reason was 
"because he had not proposed." In re- 
ferring afterward to this reason Miss 
Goggin is said to have archly suggest- 
ed that porhaps a strong accent might 
properly be placed on the personal pro- 
noun.
